participation. So this really takes care of Senator NcFarland's
problem. This does it. This is a fai r , t h is i s a f ai r
amendment, this is a proper amendment. As we talk about these
amendments we get away from the total problem with the bill and
that is what happens to t hose students that are left in the
school? We are not considering what happens to that s chool.
That school, because of conditions beyond its control, is placed
in a lesser position, a lesser position that it does not deserve
to be dealt. That position is untenable. That s h o u l d n ot be
a l l owed t o h a p p en . This is just but one small a mendment in a
whole series of am endments that need to be made a nd I ' m n o t
going to make them here today because it's getting time for the
b i l l t o b e d ec i d e d , t od a y . And I w o u l d j u st ask t ha t t h i s i s a
very important amendment, i t ' s one that will cut down t he
recruitment but it will allow participation if it's a reasonabl e
request. I ask that this amendment be adopted, Nr. Chairman.
